ſhall receiue any ſumme of one hundred pounds, or abouc, doc forthwith ſend and deliuer the ſame to the Miniſters and Elders of the Durc 
Congregation in Loudon, attheir meeting in their Conſiſtory, and receiue from them a Note in writing,vnder the hands of fourc ofthem ar 
thelcaſt; thatthe Miniſters and Elders of the Dutch Congregation in Lovdon, on whole fidelitics & honeſties in this behalfe We wil truſt, doe 
with all conucnient ſpecd ſend, or by exchange makeouer the ſame into the parts beyogd the Seas, and diuide and diſtribute the ſame vnto, 
and amongſtthoſe poore diftreſied {oules for their reliefe and ſuſtenance, in ſuch manner as for their cares, faithfulneſſe and diſcxerions, they .
